1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 -2 1 are 
allowed over the prior art of record, in particular over Baumeister et al (6,022,478). Reference 
^478. the use of the membrane in removal of pyrogens from biological fluids, the term pyrogens 
was previously interpreted as including bacteria and viruses, which cause fiber. After discussion 
with Mr. Fasse, who provided a more clear definition of pyrogen, and the examiner research 
about virus composition and pyrogen compositions, which as in the definitions (attached to the 
record) are distinct. Pyrogens are of liposaccharide origin, common to the gran negative bacteria, 
while the viruses are of protein origin. Therefore, the use of the membrane of '478 in the 
separation of viruses from a liquid sample is not disclosed in '478.
